Protest Is Over Cut of 60 


Millions. 


Chicago, July 2!^—At the end of 


:he first four weeks of the rail strike 
last night, employment experts fig 
ured that the total wage loss to the 
striking shopmen already amounted 
to something more than 
$40,000,000. 


The strike is in protest against a 
wage cut amounting to $60,000,000 a 
year. As railway circles view it, if 
the strike should run two weeks more 
and then blow up or peter out, the 
net result of the walkout will be to 
double the wage loss which precipi- 
tated the strike. 


MANY EMPLOYED. 


These calculators,

and 350,000 shopmen have been out o^ 
work since July I, the date of the 
walkout 
As a matter of fact, a large 


proportion has not teen without em- 
ployment. Reports from carriers all 
over the country lead railroad offi- 
cials to estimate that at least 60,000 
shopmen kept at their jobs when the 
strike was called

Soil Survey Work 


Vastly Important 


Described By University Authorities As Also Interest- 


ing, Exacting, and Scientific. 


Urbana, 111., July 29.—The Univers- 


ity of Illinois' Soil Survey work which 
has attracted wide interest, Is as "in- 
tricate and exacting &s it is scientific 
and important," says an official state- 
ment from the university describing 
the work. 


"In conducting the soil survey, the 


county constitutes the unit of work- 
ing area," the statement said. "In or- 
der that the survey be thoroughly 
trustworthy It is necessary that care- 
ful, well-trained men be employed to 
do the mapping. The work Is prose- 
outed to the best advantage by work- 
Ing In parties of from two to four. 
Only such men are placed In charge 
of these parties as are thoroughly 
experienced in the work. 


SYSTEM. 


"The men must be able to keep 


their location exactly and to recog- 
nize the different soil 
types, with 


their principal variations and limits, 
and they must show these upon tha 
maps correctly. A definite sjstem 
Is employed in checking up this work. 
As an illustration, one man will sur- 
vey and map a strip of SO rods wide 
and any convenient length, while his 
associate 
will work 
independently 


on another strip adjoining his area, 
and if the work is correctly done the 
soil-type boundaries will match up 
on the i'ine between the two strips. 


BASE MAP. 


"An accurate base map for field 


use is absolutely necessary for soil 
mapping 
The base maps are pre- 


pared on a scale of one inch to the 
mile, the official data of the original 
or subsequent land survey being used 
as a basis in their construction. 


Each surveyor is provided with one 


of these base maps, which he car- 
ri=3 with, him in the field; and the 
soil-type boundaries, together with 
the streams, roafls, railroads, canal' 
and towr sites are placed 1n their 
proper locations upon the map while 
tha mapper is on the area. Each sec- 
tion, or square mile, is dliided into 
40-acre plots on the map, and the 
surveyor must Inspect everv ten acres 
and determine the type or types of 
soil thereon. 
The 
different 
tvpes 


are Indicated on the map by differ- 
ent color?. 


SAMPLES TAKFN. 


"A small auger forty inches long 


forms for each man an Invaluable 
tool with which he cin quickly secure 
samples of the different strata for 


Inspection. An extension for making 
the auger eighty Inches long is taken 
by each party, so that any peculiarity 
of the deeper subsoil layers may be 
studied. 


Each man carries a compass to aid 


in keeping directions. Distances along 
roads are measured by a speedometer 
or by some other measuring device, 
while distances 
in 
the field awa> 


from the roads are determined by pac- 
ing, an art in which the men become 
expert by practice. Trie soil bound- 
aries can thus be located with as high 
a degree of accuracy as can be in- 
dicated by pencil on'the scale of one 
Inch to the mile. 


CHEMICAL. ANALYSIS. 


"After all the soil types of a coun- 


ty have been located and mapped, 
samples representative of the differ- 
ent types are collected for chemical 
analysis. For this purpose usually 
three strata are sampled; namely, the 
surface (0 to 62-3 inches), the sub- 
surface (62-3 to 20 inches), and the 
subsoil (20 to 40 inches). These stra- 
ta correspond approximately, in the 
common klr»ds of soil, to 2,000,000 
pounds of dry soil an acre in the sur- 
face layer, and to two times and 
three times this quantity in the sub- 
surface of the subsoil, respectively. 
This Is, of course, a purely arbitrary 
division, very useful In arriving at a 
knowledge of the quantity ai.d the 
distribution of plant food in the soil, 
but it should be noted that these 
strata do not necessarily 
coincide 


with tho natural strata as they ac- 
tually e*!st in the soil, and which 
are referred to in describing the soil 
types. 


FOR PLANT FEEDING. 


"By this system of sampling there 


is represented separately three zones 
for plant feeding. The surface layer 
includes at least as much soil as is 
ordinarily turned with the plow. This 
is the part with which the farm man 
tire, limestone, phosphate, or 
other 


fertilizer applied in 
soil 
Improve 


ment is Incorporated and which must 
be depended upon in large part to 
furnish the necessary plant food for 
the production of crops A rich sub- 
soil has little or no value It It lies 
beneath a wornout surface, but if the 
fertility of the surface is maintained 
at a high point, then the strong vig- 
orous plants will have power to se- 
cure more plant food from the subsur- 
face and the subsoil."

For the enforcement of the United 


States grain standards act, branch of' 
fices have been maintained In thlrty- 
sK cities.

SECTION CORNERS. 


He was searching for the section 


corners so that they may be accur- 
ately located and permanently mark- 
ed when the concrete slab

down. He does this at the expense 
of the state. The stones marking 
these corners are buried under sev- 
eral feet of earth and after the road 
is paved access to them would be im- 
possible without cutting through the 
pavement.

about radio code practice is

uzzer. 
Such tone irregularities detract the 


attention of the beginner from the 
characters being transmitted. 


A miniature 
alternating

generator will overcome this diffi- 
culty. It easily can be rigged up from 
an old magnetic telephone, 
a 
toy 


motor and an iron gear wheel. 


The gear should be'mounted upon 


the shaft of the motor so that its 
teeth revolve very close to, and di- 
rectly in front of, the pole pieces of

Face Opposition of Disgruntled Factions, However 


Troubles May Be Settled—Party Will Be Blamed.

Washington, D. C., July 39—Wash- 


ington, Including both Republicans 
ana Democrats,, speculate daily on 
the possible political consequences 
•of the coal, and rail-way strikes, but 
do not yet see any deflnjta political 
results in sight. 


Administrations rarely go through 


strikes as important as these with- 
out being affected politically one 
way or the other. But the. course ot 
the Harding administration so far, 
as regard to the coal strike particu- 
larly, has been such as not to cause 
any crystallization either of favor or 
antagonism on the part of any group 
concerned. 


ONLY RESENTMENT. 


So far as there is any alignment 


at all, it is probably In the direction 
of resentment on the part of both 
the miners and the operators. 


The course which Wilson chose In 


the railroad strike of 1916 was such 
as to give him a degree of fav^r 
from the railroad workers that re- 
mained with him until the' end of 
his public career and which to a 
large extent, remains with McAdoo 
as a political asset to this day. 


WITH NEITHER FACTION. 


Prom the point of view of the 


Harding 
administration, 
the 
coal 


strike "broke" In such a way as not 
to seem to line it up. with either 
faction, and.not to cause either hos- 
tility on the part of one, or favor 
on the part of the other. 
The pic- 


ture presented to the public was 
that of both

That result had 
consequences that lasted to the end 
of Roosevelt's life. 


It was ,the Initial episode of that 
hase of Roosevelt's career, 
which 


rought to him the general support 
ind friendliness of labor, and caused 
ilm to be for a period, the object 
f the detestation of all those- sec- 
ions of public opinion, which would 
laturally syhipathlze with the mine- 
wners. 


HAS POLITICAL MENACE. 


Although the Harding administra- 
ion, so far, both in fact 
and 
In j 


seeming, has pursued a course which 
has not caused either side to charge 
it with favor towards the other. It 
is by no means free from political 
menace of the most serious hind. 


The administration will be Judged 


by the public, both as to Its conduct 
at each step of th^ controversy and 
also in the end as to Its success in 
managing the strike as a whole. 


PROSPERITY A FACTOR. 


The slowing up of prosperity as 


as a result of tha strike, would na- 
turally tend to affect adversely the 
popularity of any administration and 
any party in power. It Is the fear 
of this unpopularity that often leads 
an administration 
to take 
steps 


which are essentially 
unsound for 


the sake of political expediency. 


The Republicans have been count- 


Ing confidently on steadily Increas- 
ing prosperity as one of the chief of 
their assets In the coming congres- 
sional election. As Republican lead- 
ers up to a few weeks ago 'were in 
the habit of expressing It, "By elec- 
tion-day in November, there won't 
be an unemployed man In the coun- 
try." 


BUSINESS DISTRESS. 


Obviously, if the strike continues, 


with a condition In which we have 
alrqost a war-time status of ration- 
ing fuel and railroad facilities, thore 
will be by November not business 
prosperity, 
but 
business 
distress. 


Never-the-less ,ln this as In all other 
respects, the Republicans are the 
beneficiary of the fact 
that 
the 


Democrats are not organized to take 
advantage of the luck, -wh'lch with 
increasing steadiness, 
blows 
their 


way. 


As things stand today, It is dif- 


ficult to Imagine the Democrats be- 
ing able to take advantage of any 
combination ot circumstances to the 
extent of capturing control of the 
next congress. It is as certain as 
anything can be that the 
Repub- 


licans will suffer serious losses, but 
those losses would have to be phe- 
Tiomlnal, in fact, in the nature of an

BIG MAJORITY.

Saturday morning after which the 
spectators were sent home to lunch 
and further attempts were postponed 
till 2 o'clock in the afternoon. It was 
.nnounced that a godevil will be used 
This is said to be a sure shot. It was 
a most enjoyable forenoon for the 
spectators although nothing of excite- 
ment happened. Two attempts Friday 
afternoon also failed. 


TOO MUCH PRESSURE. 


The failure of the forenoon at- 


tempts is attributed to the fact that 
there are some 200 feet of fluid on 
top of the nitroglycerine and the 
pressure prevented its explosion. A 
jack-sciuib was used in both of these 
efforts. This is a charge of dynamite 
enclosed in a tubular tin shell about 
two inches in diameter and eight feet 
ong. 
This shell contains dynamite 


cap and fuse. In this case two sticks 
of dynamite, two fuses and two caps 
were used in each' jack-squib. The 
squibs exploded but the nttro did not. 


FIRST ATTEMPT. 


The delay in the first attempt to 


shoot the well Saturday morning was 
due to the fact that the tin shells 
had to be made in a local tin shop. 
The fluid In the well had to be mea- 
sured up to determine whether it was 
necessary to do some balling before 
firing the shot. 


If the fluid had been up to the 


bottom of the casing which extends 
1SOO feet below the surface some of It 
would have had to be removed, other- 
wise the shot would have torn out 
the pipe. It was not found neces- 
sary to ball. But it was found that 
the squib which exploded premature- 
ly Friday afternoon had caused- the 
falling 
of some 
rock 
which 
haa 


bridged the well. This bridge had to 
be knocked out beCore putting down 
the jack-squib. 


PREMATURE DISCHARGE. 


The first squib that was dropped 


into the well Friday afternoon was 
discharged prematurely because the 
fuse was cut too short. The shooter, 
Charles Baker, was much chagrined 
at this and said that it was the first 
time in his experience that it had 
occurred.

down and-this did not explode at all. 


CROWD GATHERS. 


It is estimated that a crowd of 


1,000 to 5,000 people gathered at the 
well Friday afternoon to see the 
shot fired. Saturday
